El Dorado Evacuat 


The 1800 students at El Dorado 
High School, many not knowing the 
drama that was unfolding, were 
dismissed summarily after 1 p.m. 
Monday following a bomb threat 
that had previously reached the 
office of the Orange County Sheriff. 

The students were warned not to 
linger on campus but to leave 
immediately, with many gatherings 
across the street to watch the 
proceedings. 

The decision to evacuate was 
made by principal Jerry Jertberg, 
after consultation with Placentia 
Unified School District Superinten- 
dent of Schools John Tynes, 
following a series of events which 
led school authorities to believe that 
the circumstances might not be 
“just another crank call."’ 

The first warning of a potential 
bomb on the 40-acre campus, came 
when an informant from the Orange 
County Probation Department 
called the Orange County Sheriff's 


Key Ranch 


Eyed As 
Historic Place 


The George Key Ranch in 
Placentia, near Placentia Avenue 
and Bastanchury Road is making 
progress in its establishment as a 
public showplace and Thursday will 
seek recognition as a nominee for 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

The homestead Key house, 
surrounded by orange groves, will 
be placed in nomination, along with 
1S other state sites, four state 
Historical Landmarks and 16 Points 
of Historical Interest. The nomina- 
tion will be considered by the State 
Historical Resources Commission at 
its meeting in the San Bernardino 
County Museum in Redlands. 

The Key Ranch is the only site in 
Orange County under consideration. 

James Doyle, Assistant Executive 
Secretary to the Committee, said the 
National Register officially recog- 
nizes the historical, archeological or 
cultural significance of a building or 
site and makes it eligible for 
consideration for funding under the 
National Historic Preservation Act 
of 1966. Only 330 buildings and sites 
are now listed.

office to report the incident of a male 
caller with a bomb threat against the 
five-story Probation Headquarters, 
which is in the city of Orange. 
Placentia Police report that that 
facility also was evacuated Monday. 

The caller also made threats 
against six other addresses, stating 
that explosive devices had been 
placed in them. In checking these 
out the Sheriff's Office discovered 
that one was El Dorado High School 
in Placentia. 

The Sheriff's Department alerted 
police in three cities of potential 
hazard, Placentia, Fullerton and 
Anaheim. 

Placentia Police were immedi- 
ately dispatched to the El Dorado 
campus where they made a cursory 
search, according to statements by 
Agent Bill Couch, which was 
negative. ‘‘But it would take two 
days to really search the school 
completely,’ Agent Couch pointed 
out, ‘by the time you went through

every room, every space, every 
locker." 

El Dorado Principal Jerry 
Jertberg said Tuesday a great deal 
of credit should be accorded the 1800 
students, who were told only that the 
situation was an emergency. 

‘The whole campus was cleared 
within 10 minutes,’ he reported. 

Jertberg had previously address- 
ed students over the public address 
system, explaining that it was an 
emergency situation. 

It was the first time that the 
campus had ever been closed down 


for such a_ reason, Jertberg 
explained, in expressing his 
extreme pride in the way the 


students behaved. 

The principal said that schools in 
the district receive repeated bomb 
threats and that El Dorado had had 
two others this year, but those did 
not appear to contain the validity 
with which this threat was viewed. 

Couch lauded Jertberg's decision

to release the students. ‘‘It took 
courage to let 1800 kids out on the 
street early,’’ he assessed. 

The Police Agent explained that 
the threat was extended to any time 
through six in the evening and no 
one was sure ‘‘there wasn't a bomb 
there," 

June Keir, Secretary to the 
Principal at the school said that she 
was at lunch off campus when the 
principal made his decision to 
announce the early dismissal. 

“IT was going back into the 
building to finish up some work that 
| had to do," Miss Keir recalls, ‘‘and 
the principal told me that | should 
leave because the threat extended 
through 6 p.m."’. 

Agent Couch said that he and two 
Police Officers, Joe Rodarte and 
Kim Redifer made the search at the 
school. 

The report of the threat first 
reached the sheriff's office at 12:13

Five Acre Purchase Has 
Stamp Of Approval 


“This is a move of great 
significance to the city,’ Mayor 
Robert Lyons noted when voting 
recently in favor of the purchase of 
five acres of prime land adjoining 
north to the present City Center 
Complex on Chapman Avenue and 
Kraemer Boulevard. 

The purchase of the property at 
$85,000 an acre, which has brought 
considerable comment from the 
public as to its necessity and price, 
was again approved by the Placentia 
City Council, this time with a vote of 
4 to 1. 

Councilman. Robert Langer, the 
lone dissenter, told the council, ‘*! 
have always had a question on 
whether we need this property at 
this time. I'm sure at some time in 
the future we'll have that need, but I 
do think we have some higher 
priorities in the city. I question 
whether this is really the proper time

Councilman Jack Gomez disa- 
greed with Councilman Langer. 
Gomez retaliated: ‘‘] remember 


back when we bought all the land we 
finally used for park sites.

Collective Bargaining... 


A Bargain Or boondoggle? 


By Senator George Deukmejian 
Senate Minority Floor Leader 


Today, the Placentia Courier 
begins a series of articles on the 
Public Employee Collective bargain- 
ing and right-to-strike legislation 
(SB-275) authored in the California 
Legislature by Senator Ralph Dills, 
D-Los Angeles. 

Like all other public representa- 
tives in Sacramento, I| believe that 
our public employees deserve salary 
and benefit parity with workers in 
the private sector. We want them to 
have adequate salaries and fringe 
benefits, and we have constantly 
supported fair and equal compensa- 
tion to all of our employees. 

At the same time, we owe an equal 
amount of fair and_ impartial 
judgement to the taxpayers in the 
state who must foot the bill for 
increased benefits or salary 
adjustments which may be won 
through collective bargaining. 

This series will discuss possible 
conflict of interest when public 
employee groups contribute to the 
campaigns of their employers; what 
the history has been in prior 
attempts to get the voters to approve 
collective bargaining; who has 
benefited from public employee 
campaign contributions; whether 
there is a real need for collective 
bargaining for public employees; 
what the bargaining law may mean 
in increased salaries and benefits for 
public employees, and who is going 
to pay for it; and, what the limits of 
such legislation should be. 


COMPLEX PROBLEM 


Granting collective bargaining 
rights to public employees is a much 
more complex problem than at first 
it might appear. 

For instance, there is the problem 
of ‘‘conflict of interest’’ between 
negotiators for the state and the 


bargaining agents for the public 
employees. 

The State Personnel Board has 
stated that if collective bargaining is 
instituted for public employees, it 
must be with a centralized authority 
in the Governor's office to be the 
chief management negotiator pro- 
ducing written agreements. 

The Legislature also must 
determine which areas it will 
legislate and which will be subject to 
negotiation. 

In both cases, the spector of 
‘conflict of interest’’ rears its ugly 
head. The California State Em- 
ployees Association contributed 
$14,000 to Governor Brown's 1974 
political campaign. The California 
Teachers Association gave the 
Governor $25,000. Public employ- 
ees, in fact, spread more than $1.7 
million throughout political cam- 
paigns this past year. 

Is the public to assume, despite 
extremely heavy political contribu- 
tions to legislative and gubernatorial 
candidacies, that the public can and 
will receive a fair shake? 

Under Proposition 9, voted into 
law by the people, a lobbyist may not 
make a campaign contribution to a 
candidate ostensibly because the 
public believes that such contribu- 
tions tend to greatly influence or 
“corrupt’’ the officeholder. Yet, 
with collective bargaining, the 
employees’ representatives will be 
sitting across the bargaining table 
from officeholders that they helped 
to elect with money and manpower. 

Some lawmakers have already 
recognized the power of these public 
employee organizations, and the 
fruits of that recognition may be 


related to the drive to grant 
collective bargaining.

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months of 197S’’ with plans for the 
industrial 83.5 acres. 

“*Our plans are just the same,"’ he 
reported. ‘‘We're going back to the 
city (Brea). We've already started 
on our designs." 

Settlement of the first fracas 
forbids that the Moreland Company 
may secure the identical plans and 
the same approvals or a penalty 
would be assessed of ‘‘payment of 
attorneys fees from the beginning of 
the case up to date,"’ Burrell 
explained. 

. The present agreement just 
signed, also would be binding on any 
future party that might gain an 
interest in the acreage, Burrell said. 

Gordon further stated that he is 
unaware of exactly what the new 
industrial park plans will entail 
“‘because the engineers are still 
working on them."’

Zoe Long, first vice president of 
the Placentia Golden Homeowners 
Association said the group is ‘‘not 
surprised by Moreland’s intent to 
reapply for subdivision approval for 
a proposed industrial park."’ 

‘*We intend to review and analyze 
all subdivision plans and environ- 
mental impact documents submitted 
with Moreland’s new application," 
she stated. 

“If those plans and documents do 


not conform to Breas ordinances 
and the state laws, we will make our 
disagreement with them known once 
again,’’ she said positively. 

*“We have said,’’ she continued, 
‘and we continue to believe that no 
industrial subdivision can _ be 
lawfully approved without adequate 
mitigation measures being taken in 
the plans to protect the homeowners 
from the adverse affects on the 
environment, including our own 
living environment, which are 
expected to be caused by the 
industrial park. 

“We intend to monitor all 
developments with respect to the 
industrial park as they occur." 

Burrell explained that in the 
agreement just signed, the More- 
land Company abandons the 
approval of its industrial park, the 
subdivision and variance and the 
discretionary approval for the area 
within 300 feet of the homeowners 
property, awarded in the Brea Board 
of Zoning Adjustment hearing. 

The homeowners agree not to 
protest the commercia! zoning on 
the two Imperial Highway corners, 
however members of the organiza- 
tion can still comment on any precise 
development overlay and site plan 
approval.

with special ial he added.

The clinics will be operated by 
staff from the Orange County Health 
Department, which will be checking 
for all eye disorders, Mrs. Robert 
Taylor, chairman for the Round 
Table, which annually sponsors the 
program, reported. 

All examinations are free and 
youngsters who need attention are 
referred to their doctors. 

Last year 400 children were tested 
and statistics for 1973 show that 74 
per cent of those tested had eye 
problems and 20 per cent were 
amblyopia cases, Mrs. Taylor said.

Under the program, the 
bank eliminated exterior 
lighting at more than 1000 
community offices in the 
state, reduced interior 
lighting and the use of air 
conditioning units. 

The bank said it also used 
30,000 fewer gallons of 
gasoline by observing lower 
speed limits and minimiz- 
ing auto travel in 1974, 

In all, the energy 
conserved by Bank of 
America last year equalled 
the energy generated by 
91,000 barrels of oil.

Corrie Ten Boom To 


Speak At CSUF March 11 


Corrie ten Boom, author 
of 11 books including ‘‘The 
Hiding Place’’ will relate 
hef Wartime experiences in 
thé’California State Univer- 
sity “‘Little Theater’’ in 
Fullerton, Tuesday, March 
11, at 12:15 sponsored by 
the Departments of History 
and Religious Studies and 
the Institute of Judaism. 
Her activities in the Dutch 
underground and her 
months in Nazi concentra- 
tion camps has been filmed 
by World Wide Pictures in a 
soon-to-be-released motion 
picture starring Julie Har- 
ris, Eileen Heckart, Arthur 
O'Connell and Jeannette 
Clift who stars as the 
82-year-old Christian lady. 

Corrie ten Boom was born 
in 1892 into a family of 
watchmakers. When her 
formal schooling ended, 
Corrie took training in the 
craft of her father and her 


; 


paternal grandfather, each 
an excellent maker of 
watches. She later became 
Holland’s~ first woman 
licensed as a watchmaker, 
and followed that skill until 
the day of her arrest--Feb- 
ruary 28, 1944--by the Nazis 
in occupied Holland. Cor- 


rie’s ‘‘Crime’’ was leading 
a resistance force primarily 
engaged in hiding Jews and 
otherwise assisting them in 
their efforts to escape Nazi 
persecution. ‘‘The true 
horror of occupation came
